ments of *he Germans between Mont- 
d idler and Noyon and from south of 
the Oise river to the eastern in n s* 
of the forest of Villers Cotterets are 
waning. 
In the former region the fierce re­ 
sistance of the French and the allied 
forces, for the time being at least, 
has chocked the enemy at all points 
and on some sectors tho allice have 
even turned vigorously upon the foe 
and forced him to cede ground he had 
gained. 
On Iv one attem pt apparently was 
made by the enemy to better nis po­ 
sitions near 
Montdidier. 
Here 
he 
launched a violent 
counter 
attack 
from C’ourcelles to the north of Mery, 
on a front of about a mile and a 
half, but was badly cut up by the fire 
of allied guns and forced to retreat, 
leaving numerous dead and wounded 
on the field. 
Likewise, south of the Aisne, the 
invaders are meeting with unexpect­ 
ed opposition, and, notwithstanding 
the large numbers of men they have 
thrown into the battle, their gains 
have been relatively small. 
East of 
Soissons they penetrated to the vil­ 
lage of La versine, but were unable 
to advance on any of the other sec­ 
tors, although at one time north of 
Conrey French trenches were entered 
under the force of the impact.

Washington, June 14.—The senate 
refused to limit its debate during tile 
war- After receiving Information that 
the president had not urged its adop­ 
tion, the senate voted down, 41 to 34, 
a rule proposed by Senator Under­ 
wood of Alabama to cut short the 
speeches of the solons. 
Spirited debate marked considera 
tion of the resolution, but in spite of 
the determined opposition manifested 
during the discussion of the last few 
days, supporters of the rule haJ been 
confident of its adoption. 
When tho 
vote was taken, however, a dozen 
Democratic 
senators 
unexpectedly 
joined the majority of Republican- 
opposing the measure 
Pomerone of 
Ohio voted for the amendment and 
Harding against it. 
Defeat of the resolution leaves in 
full force tho cloture rule adopted a 
year ago after the famous filibuster 
on the armed chip bill. 
That rule 
provides tor restriction of debate if 
the senate approves by a two-thirds 
vote a petition signed by 16 mem­ 
bers. 
As originally introduced, the Un­ 
derwood resolution provided thut no 
senator might speak more than an 
hour on a bill or resolution or 20 
minutes on an amendment, except by 
unanimous consent, but several da»s 
ago the senate approved an amend­ 
ment by Senator Cummins of Iowa, 
allowing an hour and a half discus­ 
sion and an extension upon a major 
tty vote of the senate. 
Various reasons are assigned for 
the defeat of the resolution. 
Pros­ 
pective discussion of nation-wide pro­ 
hibition and the application of the 
rule to treaties as well as to legisla­ 
tion were said to have been factors. 
Some members, however, said the* 
Senator TTnderwood’s explanation of 
the president’s position was the de- 
tiding influence. Mr. Underwood told 
the. senate that the president had not 
urged adoption of the rule. taking the 
position that he should not interfere 
with the senate’s procedure

ever, Mr. Wilson did say. a ©cording 
to Senator Underwood. that he be­ 
lieved adoption of the rule advisable 
should the senate view the nritwation 
in the sam e light.
